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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-8 
are allowable because none of the prior art of record discloses an auxiliary detection 
means for controlling the direction of light projected from the vehicle headlamp in 
response to vehicle load variation and any one of: (a) wherein in the case the auxiliary 
detection means is in an abnormal condition, the direction of the optical axis of light 
projected from the vehicle headlamp is controlled so as to be tilted downward as 
compared to the direction of the optical axis of light with the auxiliary detection means 
remaining in a normal condition; (b) when the auxiliary detection means is in an 
abnormal condition, control of the optical axis of light in the basis of the information 
obtained by the auxiliary detection means is prevented, and the optical axis of light is 
controlled on the basis only of information obtained by the height detecting means.
